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Survey shows just how Suez Canal may now 


poor many families are

TH current preoccupation with 

poverty and the welfare system 
aids topicality to the “Surveys on 
Family Budgets im Special Popula- 
tions,” the first of which were re- 
cently published by the Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics. 

The “special poplations” survey- 
ed ‘are the deprived strata of Israel 
society. The surveys covered five 
major groups of families: handi- 
capped persons in the care of a 
department of the employment ser- 
rice; reHef workers; familes Τα- 
celving regular support from the 
welfare bureaus; reciplents of old- 
e@ge pensions; and recipients of old- 
age grants. (Payments made ex- 
gratia to people too old to con- 
tribute to the National Insurance 
Scheme). The surveys were carried 
out three years ago (in 1968-69, Le., 
before the current programme of 

welfare services was in- 


|. Those 
iy on ‘welfare or National Insurance 
turned out to be a 
accounted for about a quarter of 
the surveyed old-age pensioners, for 
1595 than one-tenth of the reci- 
pients of old-age grants, and for 
less than one-third of the welfare 
cases. And the income per capita. 
of these families Uving purely on 
welfare was silghtly higher — for 
some reason — than the average of 
all welfare families. 

Real families 

The surveys’ importance iay in 
the fact that they were concerned 
with imcomes and living standards of 
the type of real fanfiies which 
form the great majority of de- 
prived proups in this country. In 
so far as statistical averages can be 
trusted, pemsions and welfare sup- 
port accounted for onty one-third 
of the total income of three of the 
groups, amd even lesy of that of the 
relief and handicapped workers, who 
were earning regutar wages (though 
these were by subsidies 
or paid for shorter work hours). 
Tn their case wages averaged about 
four-fifths of ‘te income. 
Noteworthy too, is the fact that earn- 
ings — mostly inthe form of wages 
— provided one-half, kf not more, of 
the total income also in most wel- 
fare and pensioner families. Addi- 
tional — imputed — income was de- 
rived in most cases from tenancy 
in the person’s own fiat. 

Smell wonder, then, that the gap 
between the surveyed families’ totei 
incomes, aud incomes averaged by 
Israel's ordinary urban population, 
was smaller than one would have 
expected. Granted, the gross family 
income of the surveyed families 
was found to be from one-third to 
almost two-thirds lower ‘than the 
urban average (with old-age pen- 
sioners and welfare cases occupy- 
ing the lowest places). But.tf the 


support — it was further reduced in 
respect of net income ger capita, 
though it was widened for the hig 
famities of rellef workers ami wel- 
fare cases. The survey suggests that 
the most meaningful comparison 
should be based, uct on data ob- 
tained in respect of incomes, but on 
thet pertaining to famity spending. 
On that basis, the per capita living 
standard of old-age pensioners wag 
found to be half of the urban 
average, of welfare cases and re- 
lef workers — 40 per cent of that 
average. Handicapped’ workers fared 
petter, and recipients of old-age 
grants were close to the urban 
average. 

There is also reason to presume 
that these findings somewhat over- 
state the actual gap in living 
stenderds, because they do not 
take account of the assistance pro- 
vided to underprivileged families in 
the form of subsidized social ser- 
vices, e.g., education and municipal 
rates. AS a matter of fact, the 
“entertainment” ttem on the budget, 
smaH though it was, greatly ex- 
ceeded “education” and “culture” 
Spending in ail cases. KH fs also of 
{terest that while old-age pen- 
stoners and welfare famities were 
found to gupplement their current 
income by dissaving (disposing of 
effects or drawing on accumulat- 
ed funds) to the extent of IL5 and 
IL9 respectively per month, the 
other groups were found ¢o save a 
small per cent of their meagre in- 
comes (though less than an aver- 
age urban famtly). 

Gap has widened 

The importance of the above 
findings ts enhanced by the pos- 
sibility of comparing them with 
findings obtained in similar sur- 
veys carried out five years earlier 
(in 1963-64). If account is taken 
of the rise which has taken place 
fn the cost of lHving, such 2 com- 
parigzon may roughly Indicate how 
the respective famiMes fared in the 
intervening period. It turns out that 
the Hving standard of welfare fam- 
ties advanced by 13 per cem an- 
nually in these five years, of old- 
age pensioners by 4.4 per cent, of 
trandicapped workers by 5 per cent 
while average living standerds of 
urban wage-earners advanced 49 
‘per cent, These figures: are cited 
t prove that the income gap. be- 
tween welfare and ordinary families 
had been whitening in the past de- 
cade, which they indeed do, It 
should, however, be Kept in mind 
that the gap was significant only 
for welfare cases, and that even 
those families «did ‘improve πεῖς 
Yiving esbandards at about the rate 
recommended ‘by authorita- 
tive spokesmen for the country’s 
entire population, That their posi- 
tion worsened was due entirely to 
the extraordinary rise in our ge- 
neral income and living standards, 
in which they were not able to

The last of the 
above groups — the handicapped 
workers — may umber about 
13,000 families, Le. about 45,000 
persons, with incomes well above 
those of welfare families, but well 
below the average, though their lot 
must have also improved of late 
owing to special wage hikes grant- 
ed to low-wage workers. 


Nixon declares 
‘worst is past’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Nixon assured U.S. businessmen 
earlier this week that the U.S. is 
entering a solid and sustainable 
expansion and, with the rate of 
prize increases cut in half, that 
“the worst of inflation is behind 
us." Mr, Nixon repeatedly hammer- 
ed on the theme of confidence in 
apn address to the 59th Annual 
meeting of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“In dealing with the future of 
this country, if you want to be a 
realist, you have to be an optim- 
ist,” he sald. “... You can be confi- 
dent that America’s economy will 
continue its vigorous expansion 
without bringing on a new round 
of inflation. ' 

“The facts show that we are win- 
ning the fight against rising prices. 
In 1969, inflation was roaring 
along at a rate higher than 6 per 
cent ἃ year; in 1970 we managed to 
reverse that dangerous trend, and 
prices rose 55 per cent; in the 
first quarter of this year, prices 
rose at the annual rate of 2.7 per 
gent, the lowest rise in four years. 
The figures ahead will have their 
ups and downs, but the worst of 
Inflation is behind us, and I am 
determined to see to it that it 


stays behind us. We are on our} 


way to a period of pons sustainable 
expansion — the kind of 

the nation needs to provide new, 
jobs-Y6F ‘working men and new op- 
portunities for businessmen.”-

A key suspect in the Mahane 
Yehuda bombing of ‘November 1968, 
Abmed Hassan Ali Zumurod, 39, was 
on Wednesday remanded for 15 
days in Jerusalem. The Past Jerusa- 
lem resident was arrested the pre- 
vious day. He ἐξ believed to have 
spent most of the past 24% years in 
Jordan, 

On requesting the remand order, 
Police representative Hara Blug said 
that Zumurod had been an accom- 
plice in driving and parking the 
explosive car at Mahane Yehuda on 
that fateful Friday morning. Twelve 
Persons were killed and 54 others 
were wounded in the explosion. The 
police representative did not elabo- 
tate. 

Zumurod is beifeved to have been 
one of three persons who brought 
the renovated, explosives -aden 
Morris sedan to the market place. 
A painter by profession, Zumurod 
was further said to have taken 
part in fitting the oki vehicie out 
for the operation. 

The arrest bas sparked off wide- 
scale interrogattons which have ex- 
tended to the Ramallah and the 
Bethlehem areas. There has been 
no Information about further deten- 
tions yet.
